Though the pope 
bad six hours sleep he passed a rest- 
less Alfht A conault«Uon will be lield 
Tknrsday momlnK, the dispatch addR, 
between Drs. Ijapponl and Mazzonl 
and a specialist who has been sum- 
moned. 

Rome, July 9.— The life of Pope Leo 
OQotlnnes to hang by a thread with 
the espectation that any moment may 
bring the end. Yet the wonderful t1- 
talKy of the remarkable old man Is 
combating a complication of diseases 
which would endanger a strong man 
in the prime of life. It appears that 
•rery one In the ratiean is obliged to 
give way to overpowering fatigue, so 
much more tranquil Is it In the palace 
ttiau outside, people still congregating 
OD the piazza of St. Peters. The cor- 
ner of the palace which remained 
lighted the longest ,waf the Martment 
«f Cardinal Bampolla. where the lights 
were extinguished only a short time 
after those in the room where Mgr. 
tVoipani, one of the pontiff's most inti- 
mate friends, is lying in a serious con- 
dition as a result of the attack of 
syncope that he suffered Wedneeday. 
Peiw teo, as though he had second 
sight; has aFked several times why 
Mgr. Volponi had not been to see him. 
Naturally, the condition of Mgr. Vol- 
poni has been kept from the pope. 
Fears and Hepee Alternated. 

Throughout Wednesday the reports 
from the sick room alternated with 
fears and hopes. At times rumors of 
the gravest character gained eurreacy. 
During the night the vov had secured 
little refreehlng sleep and with this 
sleeplessness was augmented depres- 
sion. The difficulty in breathing had 
Increased and a derangement of the 
kidneys began to manifest itself. 
Theee compllcatiens were fully and 
frankly stated by the doctor*. Their 
official bulletin was supplemented in 
the course of personal conversation in 
which they showed that they enter- 
tained scarcely any hopes of recovery. 
Yet they always Qualified their state- 
■Mhts setting forth the remarkable 
eeaetitutional strength hnd energy of 
the patient as the most striking evi- 
dence of his almost superhuman will.

WlUiaail Thoirn 
t«a, dlaeoTerae glx iflely tempered 
steel saws, which had been smuggled 
Into the cell in some mysterious man- 
ner, and with which an evident Jail 
delivery was contemplated. 

The saws were found hidden in dif- 
ferent places, two being on the inside 
of his pillow, which had been care- 
fully sewed together again; one under 
a covering In the cell bunk, two in a 
metal box and one concealed in tho 
bosom of his shirt.

It was this 
killing and the desire of the ssob to 
lynch Brown that precipitated the riot- 
ing In Bvansvllle. 

How Sheriff Kralz will bring the 
Negro, and at what hour he will ar- 
rive In Evansville will be kept secret 
if possible. The sherlit took with him 
one deputy and Dr. Oilbert, who will 
try to keep Brown alive until he can 
be tried. If the Negro is successfully 
placed In the Evansville jail his trial 
for the killing of Patrolman Massey 
win be rushed through and, unless a 
ehaiige of venue Is taken, the troops 
win be held unUl the trial is over. A 
venire of 50 names was secretly drawn 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The courthouse and jail are still 
guarded night and day by the Mar- 
tinsville and Bvansvllle companies of 
militia. 

There was five arrests Wedneeday 

on grand jury indictments for the riot- 
ing Sunday night. Those under arrest 
are Richard Qrosbeck, who was social- 
ist candidate for clerk; A. P. Card- 
well, a furniture merchant; J. T. Zieg- 
ler, William Trimble and James Steele. 
All were released under bond. 

Coroner Hearing Evidence. 
The coroner heard evidence Wednes- 
day on the shooting of Monday night 
He baa not returned a verdict There 
were no more deaths Wednesday. Th j 
three persons believed to be fatally 
shot are in about the same condition 
aa Tuesday. There were two funerals 
of sNb viotiaw Wednesday afternooa 
August Jordan and Hacel Aliman were 
buried quietly. The Aliman funeral 
was held a day sooner than announc- 
ed in order to prevent excitement. 

The police say that while many of 
those shot by the militia were reputa- 
ble persons and no doabt drawn into 
the crowd from curioalty, two or three 
of those killed were i^lsturbers and 
had caused the police trouble before. 
A revolver found on one of tlie dead 
bodies had three empty chambera that 
had l>een recently exploded. 

A hardware firm, whose store was 
emptied of arms by the mob Wednes- 
day afternoon, inserted an advertise- 
Hient In local newspapers aKking for 
the return of the pistols and ammuni- 
tion taken on the night of July B. If 
the arma are returned at once, no 
questions will be asked, but if the 
pistols are found, the persons will be 
prosecuted. 

Louisville. Ky . .luly 9.— I-ate Wed 
nesday night Jos. P. Byers, superin- 
tendent of the penitentiary at Jeffer- 
sonville, Ind., received a dispatch from 
Judge RauBch, of Bvansvllle, saying 
that In deference to the wishes of Gov. 
Durbin in the matter all action in the 
Lee Brown case had been suspended 
for the present. It Is therefore the 
underataadlng in Jefferson vl lie that 
Brown will not be taken to Bvans- 
vllle.

— It is prob- 
able that the troops at Evansville will 
be sent back home Thursday night un- 
less excitement should be aronaed by 

the inquest over the four victims of 
the Monday night's catastrophe. This 
inquest will be held Thursday. The 
tenth death from Monday night's shoot- 
ing occurred Wednesday night in the 
person of John Barnett

The 
undertaking involved a tremendous risk 
in loss of property, and required a huge 
capital. Over $400,000 alone was sfMnt 
in the transfer of the show property from 
New York to London, and other expeo- 
see betweea October 13, 1897, whence 
show closed in Philadelphia, and Decem- 
ber 2(ith when it opened at the 01jrinpi§ 
Building, London. The magaUlciace of 
the show, its hnce size and perfect sys- 
tem of operation astounded and pleased 
the English people, and they aooorded 
the circtis a royal welcome everywhere. 
Its two years in England, each winter of 
which was spent in London, netted a 
profit of nearly two million dollars. 

Mr. Bailey then sighed for more worlds 
to conqner, and croeeed the North Sea to 
Germany, taking the entire show, in- 
dadlni ifart^flTe sixty-foot railroad cars 
built on the American plan, the first 
train of its kind ever seen on the Euro- 
pean continent It required four larxe 
ocean steamers to transfer the phow 
property with all its wsgons, horses, cars, 
snimals, over 700 people, Ac, from Eng^ 
land to Qermany. After a season spent 
in Germany, the show visited several 
smaller countries, and then went to 
Vienna, Austria, where it exhibited in 
one of the flneet buildings in Europe for 
the winter. In the spring an exhaustive 
tour of Austria and Hungary was made 
with aeveml detours to seme of the 
smaller countries.

Haa he removed tbe Post- 
maatar Oanaral wbo eharaetariaad the 
charges as "hot air" and denounced tbe 
honest man who brought them aa "a 
wind4M|i ?*' No ; be baa almply ordered 
bim not to talk. 

Baa he directed the suspension or re- 
moval of any of the officials under whoae 
adminiatration these frauds and abuses 
have oooarred? Only one. and tbat 
tardily. Two of tbem have been allowed 
to reaign and another baa been given a 
leave of abaence. 

Has tbe President ma<lu any public 
declaration of bia purpose to go to tbe 
top aa well aa to tba bottom and to aee 
that "no K'lilty man escapee?" No; he 
has repeated bis tiresome talk of the 
need of a big navy to protect oa in oar 
"aggressive" foreign policy— concerning 
which tbe people of thia country are 
both innocent and ignorant— but has, aa 
the Washington Evening Poet says, "kept 
■ilent when the enemies are of onr own 
houaeliold." 

If this policy of ailonce and looking 
for little acapegoata aball continue, the 
Damocrata will need no other laaue (or 
the campaign of next year than tbat 
embodied in the warKiry tbat elected 
Illden in 1870:

WASHiiraroir, J uly 6.— The recent letter 
of Gov. Beckham on the Breathitt Coun- 
ty troubiee, which some of his Republi- 
can oritioa have been pleaaed to deeig- 
nate as a "stump speech," finds in sub- 
stance cordial indorsement from Mr. 
David W. Fairieigh of LoaiaYiUe,a prooH 
inent Kentucky Republican. 

In the course of an interview with a 
reporter for the Waahlngten Foat, Mr. 
Fairieigh says : 

"It ia strange that the killing of a man 
in Kentucky seems to create eo much 
public intereat, and then bring down 
sneb reproach on tbe beada of KentoiA- 
ians. I am not trying to make light of 
the tragedies that happen in our State, 
or make esonaaa for the violators of the 
law. At the same time there are other 
States and communities where ten timea 
aa much homicide ooeura as in Ken- 
tucky, and yet bat little stigaut attadiea 
to these. 

"Our killings, on tbe other hand, get 
the widest advertiaament in tbe entire 
press of the country, and all our people 
are involved in tbe reeulting obloquy. 
These mountain feada have ever claimed 
victims, and their occurrence is in no 
wise due to lax administration of the 
laws. Tbe mountain regiona of many of 
the other Statea— Virginia.West Virginu 
and even Pennsylvania— have always had 
their qnota of bad men addicted to vio- 
lence. Shooting his enemy comes natural 
to the mountaineer, and, owing to bis 
environment, the custom will not quick- 
if die oot It la beroad the reach of 
newspaper criticism, the law, religion 
and all other restraining iutlaences."
